I. Firſt, thing that offers it ſelf to our thoughts, is, 
the caution given us againſt K n in Princes, or any 
child f man; that is, againſt. truſting in be arm of 
feſb, (as the ſcripture. elſewhere terms it) againſt rruſt- 
ing in any thing of this world, tho' ever ſo great and 
promiſing. by ny | e 
The truth is, there is nothing in this world, that can 
really juſtify the truſt we are too apt to repoſe. in it; 
nothing, whereon, we can ſafely build our confidence, 
or that can afford us any ſtable help, and ſecuxity. All 
the goad things of life, as they are called, the riches, 
the honours, and the . of it, are in a ſtate of 
perpetual ebbs and flows, they fluctuate with a con- 
tinual tide of uncertainty, whey, flee as a ſhadow, and 
never continue in one ſtay. ., Favour. (ſays Solomon). is 
deceitful, and beauty is vain, Prov. xxxi. 30. Even the 
things that ſeem moſt juſtly valuable, the endowments 
and-accompliſhments both of mind and body, are all 
of them ſadly imperfect and defective. The moſt ex- 
tenſive #nowledge is but narrow and ſcanty, the moſt 
conſummate wi/dom blind and ſhort-fighted, and the 
greateſt power weak and precarious, Whence God, by

the prophet Feremiab, forbids 228 our 
ſelves in an — Thas faith the Lord, let not the 
wiſe man giory in bis wiſdom, neither let the mighty man 
glory in hu might, and let not the rich man glory in bis 
riches; Jet. ix.

For tho* Paul muy plant, aud Apollos may water, as no 
doubt ir is their duty to do; yet ſtill it is God alone who 
gives the increaſe, and therefore from him alone we are 
to expect it, and to return it back to him in ſuitable thanks 
and atknowtedgments of his goodneſs. And when we 
thus truſt in Princes, or in any other earthly means, vis. 
as helps ſubordinate to God, we do at the ſame time 
truly and properly truſt in God himſelf, foraſmuch as 
be hath appointed theſe means as the ordinary occaſions 
of good to us. The fault is in #hem only, who ſo look 
to ſerund cauſes, as to overlook the firſt ; who exclude a 
Providence, and leave God out of their ſeveral ſchemes 
and devices, who, with the proud. ungodly man, men- 
tioned by the Pſalmiſt, care not for God, neither bave 
Gad in all their thoughts 3 but, as the Prophet words it, 
 facrajice to their net, and burn incenſe to their drag. And 
this may ſuffice concerning the firſt thing expreſſed in 
the text, the caution which the Plalmiſt hath given us 
againſt truſting in Princes, or in any child of man.

choice of it at this time. But I muſt not preſume to go 
fat in matters ſo much above my ſphere, as the con- 
cerns of Princes; nor do I think my ſelf qualified to 
be a competent judge of ſuch things. Indeed, the cha- 
rater of the QuEEN is too well known, to need any 
illuſtration from me; as well as too great, to admit of 
it; and the grief and concern, which appears ſo viſi- 
ble in the generality of the nation, is an undoubted evi- 
dence how highly, and how juſtly ſhe was eſteem'd by 
all difinterefted perſons, and true lovers of their country. 
The truth is, both her public and private life ſhew 
her to have been an extraordinary perſon, and ex- 
cellently qualified for the high ſtation ſhe bore. _—— 
Of her great capacity for 5u/;ne/s, and application there- 
to, the conſiderable ſhare ſhe had in the public admini- 
ſtration, is a ſufficient teſtimony ; ſo that I need ſay no- 
thing more upon that head, — And in her private cha- 
racer ſhe appears, if not greater and more illuſtrious, 
yet at leaſt more amiable, and imitable by us. — A be- 
coming Majeſty, temper'd with great courte/y and con- 
deſcenſion; a moſt affable and winning behaviour; a 
taſte for letters, and generous regard for learning and 
learned men; the wiſe &conomy in her family, and the 
gular talent ſhe was miſtreſs of in the education of her 
children; her firm and conſcientious attachment to the 
Proteſtant religion and intereſt, of which ſhe gave a 
moſt ſhining and illuſtrious proof before her coming 
among us; a judicious, ſolid, and well temper'd devotion, 
equally diſtant from either ſuperſtition on the one hand, 
or a cold indifference on the other; above all, her puri- 
ty of life and ſanctity of manners, which truly demon-

ſtrated the power and efficacy of religion upon her heart 
ind'cofeiehce; in fine, the admirable Aenne of her 
temper,” her great conſtancy of mind, and ſteady command 
over her paſſions, for which; ſare, ſhe' had moſt trying 
occaſions, particularly the pains and agonies of her /a/? 
fickneſi, which yet, I am well aſſut d, ſhe bore with un- 
common patience and magnanimity, a moſt herdic ſorti- 
tude, and truly Chriſtian refignation to the will of God : — 
Theſe are things, which, as they cannot but command 
the eſteem and admiration of the preſent, ſo will they 
undoubtedly raiſe her name in the future generation. For 
fame is the life of Princes; and, next to a good conſcience, 
the only compenſation they ordinarily meet with for 
the numerous cares and vexat ions that attend a croum: 
and poſterity ſeldom fails to do them that juſtice, which 
either the envy, or the prejudice, or ſome other prevail 
ing iniquity. of their own times, too often with-holds 
from them.) 23h bus vor atg wel $500 bang vb 
If I may be allow'd the mention of any more particu- 
lars, in ber the KING hath the greateſt loſs imaginable: 
he hath loſt the ſharer of all his griefs (for Princes too 
have their griefs as much, nay even more, perhaps, than 
other men) he hath loſt a dear and faithful partner in all 
his intereſts and concerns; in ſhort, ho hath loſt one 
reat ſupport of his throne. Accordingly, both the ſingu- 
lar tenderneſs he ſhewed the Queen during her whole 
ſickneſs, and the inexpreſſible grief he is ſtill under, 
ſpeak his ſenſe of this loſs in a manner much more ex- 
quiſite and affecting, than words can poſſibly do.
